Born on Dec. 21,1957, 

Tsutomu(Tom) Kitagawa took 
overthe title of Godzilla suit actor 
with the beginning of the 
Millennium G-Ser\es,Godzilla 
2000. A gymnast in his youth, he 
found employment as a movie and 
TV stunt man in such series as 
Changeman and Maskman. He 
aspired to play Ultraman, but his 
first role inside a kaiju suit came 
in 1998 as KingGhidorah in 
Rebirth of Mothra 3. Following 
that role, he was selected to play 
the King of the Monsters himself in Godzilla 2000. Kitagawa went on 
to reereate the role in Godzilla vs Megaguirus, Godzilla Against 
Mechagodzilla, Tokyo S.O.S., and Godzilla Finał Wars. In the latter film, 
he also served as the suit action advisor. 

Kitagawa has followed in the gigantic footsteps of Haruo 
Nakajimaand Ken Satsuman, both in portray ingGodzillaon the big 
screen, but as a special guest at G-FEST.

ROBERT SCOTT FIELD 

“Scott” is well-known to G-FEST 
attendecs, as hc has graced the convention 
with his friendly and amazingly energetic 
presence sińce 1999. A G-fan when growing 
Lip in the United States, he realized every 
Godzilla-lover’s dreain when he landed a 
major role in Godzilla v.v King Ghidorah, 
as Android M-l 1. 

Scott currently makes his honie in 
Japan where he is an actor, teacher, author, 
motivational speaker, spokesman, and TV 
personality (among other pursuits). He has 
also become very involved with Japan 
Harthquake relief following the devastating 



2011 earthquake and tsunami that hit his adopted country. 


At G-FEST, Scott serves as an emcee, translator, presenter, enlertainer, 


cclebrily, and all-around ambassador for kaiju landom. G-FEST has come to 


depend on his continued involvement.

Among his many other accomplish- 
ments, Emmy-nominated Cleve Hall 
created and performed in the Godzilla suit 
seen in Pee Wee’s Big Adventure. (He also 
created Gene Simmons’ chest armor!) 

Cleve continues to work in the field of 
physical-based spfx (as opposed to CG1) 
and currently stars in the SyFy reality TV 
series Monster Man. 

SHIZUO NAKAJIMA 

For many years, G-fans have seen 
or been aware of a handful of pictures 
showingthe Kingodzi battlinga gigantic 
albino werewolf. It turns out that this “lost” 

G-film did not use the actual suit from King 
Kong vs Godzilla , but an accurate 
reproduction. The crcator and director of 
the film is Mr. Shizuo Nakajima, will 
discuss his work and answer questions. 

FRANK WOODWARD 

Frank’s credits include twelve 
Working With A Master documentaries for 
Anchor Bay’s Masters of Horror DVD 
series. With two partners, he formed his 
own production company, called Wyrd, in 
2007. One or their productions, recently 
released, is Men In Suits, which looks at 
the men and techniques behind the art of 
suitmation acting. 



In 1993, western fans of Godzilla and other Japanese monsters 
discovered a rallying point for their hobby in a new fanzine called G- 
FAN. Created by Canadian high school teacher and long-time Godzilla 
fanatic J.D. Lees, the bimonthly ‘zine gained popularity, and frnally 
“went national” with issue #9. 

By the summer of 1994, many of the people who had come on 
board by submitting articles and art to G-FAN decided it was time to 
meet face to face. A “Friends of G-FAN” mecting was organized for 
the Labor Day weekend at a Howard Johnson’s outside Chicago, and 
attended by about twenty hardy souls. Though they had never met one 
another before, the sharing of experiences, Godzilla memories, and 
collectiblcs created an instant rapport. Such a good time was had that a 
full-fledged convention was suggested for the summer of 1995. The 
meeting took place in the Radisson Hotel Arlington I leights, and was 
repeated in 1996, and at the Wyndham Hotel in ‘97, and ‘98. In 1999 
and 2000, G-FEST moved to California, then returned to the Radisson in 
2001. Outgrowing the hotel, the convention moved “down the Street” in 
2004 to the Crowne Plaża. 

Over the years, many features havc been addcd to G-FEST 
that have proved popular with attendees year after year. A highlight of 
G-FEST is always the Modeling Thread, organized and staged by Stan 
G Hyde. Model ing instruction has become a stand-alone, two-day 
event, and the Model Contest is always a focal point of interest. Other 
contests have also been mainstays over the years. The Costume Paradę 
has always been popular, and has grown under the stewardship of Paul 
Gavins, now offering its own award for costume craftsmanship, the 
Foamie! From the Costume Thread has sprung the Tokusatsu Thread, 
actual filming of kaiju scenes and movies, allowing G-FEST attendees to 
“live the dream” of monster filinmaking 

The amateur video contest, musie video contest, art show, 
gaming, video gaming (organized by Michael McCants), and Artists 
Alley (organized by Frank Parr) all add to the variety of events at G- 
FEST. Activities for kids are staged in Minya’s Place, a room of crafts 
and activities (created by Ron Lipecky) aimed at younger fans. In 
addition, a special series of presentations aimed at younger fans is 
staged near Minya’s Place, overseen by Mark Matzke. 

In rccognition of special contributions madę by individuals to the 
production and/or promotion of the Japanese monster genre, 1999 saw 
the introduction ofThe Mangled Skyscraper Award. Every award is 
crafted by Gene Rizzardi (head of the model-making crew on Godzilla) 
based on an idea by Stan Hyde and a design by J.D. Lees. Each year, 
the Mangled Skyscraper is presented at a special ceremony. Past 
recipients are Forrest J Ackerman (‘99), Koichi Kawakita (‘00), and 
Greg Shoemaker (‘01), Stan Hyde (‘02), Gamera creator and director 
Noriaki Yuasa (‘03), Godzilla spfx chiefTeruyoshi Nakano (‘04), super- 
fan turned film director Yoshikazu Ishii (‘05), our own Robert Scott Field 
(‘06), Dino Don Glut (‘07), Haruo Nakajima (‘08), Kenji Sahara (‘09), 
Akira Takarada (2010), Shinju Higuchi (2011) and Bin Furuya (2012). 

One of the hallmarks of G-FEST has always been its friendly 
and relaxed atmosphere. It is truły a convention staged by fans, for fans, 
heavily dependent on volunteers. If you wish to become morę involved 
in the planning or staging of the convention, please feel free to ofFer 
your talents to our volunteer coordinator, Ruth Lees at 
(ruthjlees@gmail.com). 

Though Godzilla’s admirers are many, we are scattered widely. 
G-FEST offers a weekend of kaiju toys, games, activities, contests, and 
camaraderie. G-FEST is a warm and welcoming experience where age 
is irrelevant. When it comes to Godzilla, we’re all kids at heart.
